Rocket Rips U.S. Medical Station In Viet 


Census Mirrors City Decay, Suburban Sprawl 
U.S. Population Pegged at 204.7 Million 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
1970 Census mirrors a nation 
troubled by central city decay 
and suburban sprawl, trends 
which may get worse in the dec­ 
ade ahead. 
Measured in human terms, 
the Census means increasing 
problems for cities as the more 
affluent flock to homes in the 
suburbs, leaving urban cores 
with declining tax bases and ris­ 
ing social troubles. 
For the suburbs, it means an 
increased demand for housing, 
land and highways but implies 
problems 
of 
pollution, 
un­ 
planned growth and transporta­ 
tion. 
Releasing its final 1970 nation­ 
al figures Monday, the Census 
Bureau said population in many 
central cities declined sharply 
in the last decade. 
“ Declines also occurred in the 
decade of the 1950s, but the 
number of cities showing popu­ 
lation losses in the 1960s ap­ 
pears to be greater than in the 
previous decade,” the bureau 
said. 
The nation grew by more than 
25 million persons between 1960 
and 1970, to 204.7 million. 
“ Suburbanites now outnumber 
those living in central cities," 
the bureau said. More than

Bomb Hits Embassy 
In Cambodia; Cong 
Set Cease-fires 


SAIGON (AP) — An enemy 
rocket wrecked an American 
medical station in South Viet­ 
nam Monday killing or wound­ 
ing the entire staff, and in 
Phnom Penh a bomb exploded 
in the U.S. Embassy at dawn 
but injured no one. 
Meanwhile, the Viet Cong an­ 
nounced its forces would ob­ 
serve three-day cease-fires in 
Vietnam for Christmas and New 
Year’s and a four-day cease-fire 
during the Tet festival of the 
Lunar New Year at the end of 
January. South Vietnamese gov­ 
ernment sources said the allies 
would declare cease-fires for 
the same holidays but would not 
announce them until shortly be­ 
fore each holiday. They will 
probably be only 24 hours each. 
The medical dispensary was 
smashed 
during 
a 
20-round 
rocket barrage on the Chu Lai 
base camp, headquarters of the 
U.S. Americal Division 50 miles 
south of Da Nang. It was the 
first rocket or mortar attack on 
Chu Lai since June 19. 
Field reports said one of the 
100-pound missiles tore through 
the roof of the first aid station 
about 4 p.m. The reports said 
there were no patients in the 
dispensary, but less than a doz­ 
en Americans on the staff were 
killed or wounded. The U.S. 
Command’s security regulations 
prohibit disclosing specific cas­ 
ualty figures in such attacks. 
The bombing in Phnom Penh 
was the first terrorist attack on 
the U.S. Embassy there since it 
reopened 15 months ago after 
the U.S. and Cambodian govern­ 
ments resumed diplomatic rela­ 
tions.

tary police, said two Cambodian

WASHINGTON (AP) - With 
the 
Federal 
Reserve 
Board 
making another move toward 
easier money, the Nixon admin­ 
istration took aim today at wage 
and price increases it considers 
inflationary. 
The White House put the fin­ 
ishing touches on its second in­ 
flation alert, a statement which 
officials said beforehand spot­ 
lights 
wage-price 
decisions 
causing inflation. 
The alert comes on the heels 
of a decision by the Federal Re­ 
serve that could have an infla­ 
tionary effect but nevertheless 
is supported by the administra­ 
tion. 
The Fed late Monday lowered 
the discount rate, the amount its 
member banks charge for bor­ 
rowing, from 53/4 to 5M> per cent. 
It was the second such cut in 
less than three weeks and sig­ 
naled another possible drop in 
the prime interest rate, the 
amount 
large 
banks 
charge 
their biggest and best custom­ 
ers for money. 
Economists said the discount 
rate reduction is a clear sign of 
easier money. 
The dscount rate drop, with 
its psychological impact on the 
market and effect on interest 
rates generally, meshed with 
the administration’s policies to 
expand 
the 
economy, 
even 
though this could push inflation, 
to offset unemployment—among 
other effects. 
Inflation, as measured by the 
Consumer Price Index, still per­ 
sists, 
despite

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A Disturbing Poll 


R esearchers at four medical schools conducted 
a poll among the students at their respective institu­ 
tions. What they learned as the result of the poll is 
very disturbing. 
The poll revealed that many medical students 
had used m arijuana (as high as 70 per cent of those 
who responded at one school) and that many more 
regard it as relatively harmless. 
But even more disturbing the poll revealed that 
the majority* of students do not consider medical 
school teaching as an important source of informa­ 
tion about m arijuana. 
They were asked upon what sources they based 
their opinions of m arijuana. Although the priority 
given the various sources differed from school to 


school, averaged together they indicated that the 
students placed most importance on the opinions 
of their peers. Next in order were professional read­ 
ing, mass media, personal experience, authority 
figures and lastly—medical school teaching. 
The distressing question posed by the results of 
this poll is why medical students, who are assumed 
to have excellent intelligence, cannot be convinced 
by medical authorities in the teaching institutions. 
If the students will not accept what the medical 
instructors are telling them about marijuana, what 
will they accept? And if they won’t accept what 
they are taught, how much medical knoweldge will 
they acquire? How competent will they be as phy­ 
sicians?

tested in a huge segment of the Coconino National 
Forest near Flagstaff, Ariz. It is based on the use 
of a 660-foo-wide cleared strip called a fuelbreak, 
which is believed to be wide enough to stop even 
the wildest conflagrations. 
The fuelbreak is approximately 22 times as wide 
as the ordinary firebreak which is only a narrow 
road intended to provide fire figh.ers access to the 
tim ber fires. 
Whereas the narrow firebreak is unable to stop 
the swiftly moving crown fires which leap from 
tree op to treetop, out of reach of men and equip­ 
ment on the ground below, the wider fuelbreak de­ 
nies the blaze further fuel, forcing it to burn down­ 
ward to where the men can reach it and bring it 
under control. 
Some hundreds of miles of fuelbreaks are deem­ 
ed necessary to effectively protect an area of 360,- 
000 acres in the Coconino forest where there are 
dense thickets of young ponderosa pines 
If the fuelbreaks prove successful, they undoubt­ 
edly will be used in other areas as part of the con­ 
tinuing fight to preserve our natural resources. 


Parents Can Turn Off the TV 


An organization called the Foundation to Improve 
Television has asked the U.S’. District Court in 
Washington, D.C., to enjoin a local s.ation from 
showing reruns of Wild, Wild West before 9 p.m. 
“Children have a constitutional right under the 
Fifth Amendment to be free from the mental harm 
caused by the viewing of television programs that 
portray fictional violence and horror,” argues Wil- 


Shocked Oyster Caper 


Oyster lovers can take heart, says the National 
Marine Fisheries Service of the U.S, Department of 
Commerce. A major problem of the oyster industry 
has been solved—how to open the stubborn things. 
Most oysters are opened or shucked by hand, a 
difficult, time-consuming and sometimes dangerous 
job. Researchers with the fisheries service in Glou­ 
cester, Mass., decided to apply scientific know-how 
to the problem. 


They tried vacuums, electric shock, ultrasonic 
vibrations and chemicals, all without much success. 
Then they tried microwave energy, which is com­ 
monly used in restaurants for heating and cooking 
certain foods. 


They found that by placing oysters in a micro­ 
wave oven and exposing them to just the right 
amount of energy—but not enough to cook them— 
the oysters stopped clamming up. Taste experts 
couldn’t tell the microwaveopened oysters from nor­ 
mally shucked raw oysters. 


The oven works on other hard-to-open shellfish, 
such as ocean quahogs, hard clams, sea mussels, 
surf clams and bay scallops. 


rhe result, when ovens are installed in nrocessing 
plants, will be a savings of about one-third on labor 
costs, increased production, lower accident rates 
and a product free from shell fragments.

Now everyone is against violence—that is, vio­ 
lence portrayed for its own sake, violence glorified 
—just as everyone is against, say, cancer. 


But while it is one thing io rule, “ No more cigar­ 
ette commercials on television,” it is quite another 
to decree, “No violence that impressionable child­ 
ren might see.” Like beauty or obscenity, violence 
is pretty much in the eye of the beholder. 


Thus it m ay strike many people as strange that 
the foundation has zeroed in on Wild, Wild West as 
a test case, for this program is noted for its rather 
far-fetched, tongue-in-cheek, spoofing-type violence. 
Others, of course, will argue that this is precisely 
what makes it so insidious a threat to children. 
Yet who is really to say when violence has gone 
too far on television? The foundation? A court? Big 
Brother? 
By choosing 9 p.m. as the cut-off time, the foun­ 
dation implies that most parents have sent their 
kids to bed by that hour. Dare one suggest that if 
parents can be presumed to have this much author­ 
ity, might they not also be encouraged to exercise 
even greater authority? 
Even in these permissive times, parents can s ill 
use a switch—the on-off switch on their television 
sets. It makes a click that is heard in the highest 
echelons of the broadcasting industry. 


How Much Per Vote?

Sinatra as his cocky first ser­ 
geant.” 
“The secretary of war, play­ 
ed by Ronald Reagan, calls in 
Wayne and Sinatra

tells 
them he wants them to organ­

Little Gangy' Gets Reward

NEW YORK 
- ’Tis a pity 
that one of my mentors, Damon 
Runyon, painted the legendary 
characters of that mythical res­ 
taurant known as Mindy’s in 
such w a r m 
jargon - litter­ 
ed colors. 
If 
he 
hadn’t, 
t h e n 
one 
could write of 
“ Little 
Gan­ 
gy” and 
not 
give folks the 
i m p r e s ­ 
sion one was 
recording the 
b ii.se» 
hilarious vagaries of quaint den­ 
izens 
of old Broadway, 
just 
lovable guys and dolls. 
Trouble is that “ Little Gan­ 
gy.” alias “ Duff,” is real. He’s 
hard. He’s tough. He's a friend 
of men identified with the cruel- 
est organized crim e units this 
land has known. 
He is, in fact, an old dealer 
in unions, expert 
with 
w hat’s 
known as the “ bouncing char­ 
te r” and a specialist in concen­ 
trating power in one small lo­ 
cal. And then control of such a 
local m akes it possible to turn 
off the industrial blood supply 
of a good part of this land — es­ 
pecially at airports. 
“Little Gangy” is Harry Da- 
vidoff, who is the $45.000-a-year 
secretary-treasurer 
of 
some­ 
thing 
called Local 
295, 
Air 
Freight Chauffeurs, 
Handlers, 
Warehousemen and Allied Work­ 
ers. International Brotherhood 
of Team sters, president of which 
now is in Lewisburg Penitenti­ 
ary, otherwise known as No. 
33298, Jam es R. Hoffa. 
For years now, Harry Dav- 
idoff, possessor of a long police 
record, has been investigated, 
denounced by various commit­ 
tees, and excoriated by some of 
the public. He, his Local 
295, 
and his friend, 
trucking 
con­ 
sultant Anthony DiLorenzo (now 
free on bail from a five-to ten- 
year jail sentence for interstate 
transportation of stolen IBM se­ 
curities) have been so powerful 
at the J. F. Kennedy Interna­ 
tional Airport that they could 
paralyze the flow of some $10 
billion 
worth 
of annual 
air­ 
freight cargo. 
All the criticism , all the re­ 
ports, all the protests have been 
duly passed on to the Team ­ 
sters Brotherhood national head­ 
quarters. 
What has 
happened? 
Why, 
Harry (“Little Gangy,” 
alias 
“ Duff” ) was “ granted” anoth­ 
er charter for a new local by 
the national Team sters 
head­ 
quarters, that’s what happened. 
THE NEW LOCAL’S number 
is 851. If you check the official 
Teamsters roster dated Oct. 1, 
1969, you note that the list goes 
from Local 850 to Local 852. So 
Local 851 was created and now 
is called “Miscellaneous, 
Pro­ 
duction and Industrial Employ­ 
es.” This, in effect, is a hunting 
license. But that’s no problem. 
Hunting rank-and-filers is easy 
ftr “Little Gangy.” 
Since the local is only some 
two months old, it has not yet 
filed with the U.S. Dept, of La­ 
bor. So the size of Mr. David- 
off’s salary and expense ac­ 
count are not yet on the record. 
But he now has two locals. He 


now is secretary treasurer 
of 
both. They are at the same ad­ 
dress in Jam aica, Queens, not 
too far from J. F. Kennedy and 
La Guardia Airports. 
What says Teamsters acting 
president Frank Fitzsimmons to 
all this? As he moves in the 
highest Washington circles and 
philosophisizes on national pol­ 
icy, w ar and peace, 
and 
so 
many pressing social problems, 
certainly he must have a view 
on the rewarding 
of 
“ Little 
Gangy.” No doubt 
Mr. 
Fitz­ 
simm ons’ irritation will be aim ­ 
ed at the outside world, not at 
what is happening at the huge 
gateway airport to America — 
and what now appears to be 
threatening 
the 
skyrocketing, 
$25 billion national foreign and 
domestic air freight industry at 
many big air terminals. 
Point is that “ Little Gangy” 
has power. Point is that such 
power rests with one union offi­ 
cial. And that he has worked 
his way up from the old days of 
the old Toy and Doll Workers 
(CIO). And that he is a friend 
of the m an of many convictions 
— extortioner and bankruptcy 
fraud artist Johnny (Dio) Dio- 
guardi. And that Dio was iden'i- 
fied by Joe Valachi as one of 
the organized-crime unit’s 
la­ 
bor peace fixers. 
“ LITTLE GANGY” is a friend 
of the enforcer and Lucchese 
unit “corrupter” Tony (Ducks) 
Corallo, a man of many prison 
cells. 
There now are several Ju s­ 
tice Dept, “ strike forces” prob­ 
ing 
these men, 
digging 
into 
their power over local unions, 
tracing the extension 
of 
this 
power into legitimate business 
and the looting ob Wall Street 
banks and brokerage 
houses, 
carefully unravelling the thin, 
almost gossam er threads of the 
skein of multi - billion-dollar or­ 
ganized crime. These men are 
Harry Davidoff’s friends. Each 
to his own. Taste is taste. 
* 
But Tony “ Ducks,” himself a 
specialist in the manipulation of 
small but powerful locals, is in 


prison. Johnny Dio, who once 
was told by Jim m y Hoffa that 
he could have any job he want­ 
ed in the Teamsters, is in pris­ 
on on a five-year term 
for 
a 
bankruptcy 
fraud 
operation. 
And he has just been charged 
with participation in a fake Wall 
Street stock racket. 
What sort of character refer­ 
ence are these men? If “Little 
Gangy” Davidoff wants to run 
two powerful locals 
and 
the 
Team sters 
Brotherhood 
grant 
him his wish for the holidays, 
that happens not to be their pri­ 
vate business. 
Harry Davidoff’s 2.000 - man 
local 295 has contracts with vir­ 
tually 
all companies 
hauling 
air freight to and from the air­ 
port terminals. The local works 
closely with the trucking asso­ 
ciation once dominated by the 
crooked DiLorenzo. There 
are 
moves to spread this kind 
of 
combination across the U.S. 
This is everybody’s business. 
This is a m atter of movement, 
of balance of trade life blood, 
on which this nation’s economy 
rises and falls. 
Why then, was "Little Gangy” 
rewarded? Why was his power 
doubled?

upon the opening of the factory 
gates, the power of the factory- 
owner grew enormously. As his 
machines improved and produc­ 
tivity increased, he was reluc­ 
tant to pass on a fair share of 
the benefits to his hired hands. 


INSTEAD, THE threat of the 
lock-out became ever more dev­ 
astating and the lightly taxed 
profits 
to 
the few 
plus the 
spread of wage-slavery to the 
many led Karl Marx to as­ 
sume the coming collapse of the 


whole system. 
Three things made Marx a 
bad prophet. 
First 
were 
the 
anti-trusi laws, most stringent­ 
ly enforced in America, which 
m ade it unlawful for industrial­ 
ists to band together in order 
to 
diminish 
competition, 
rig 
prices and depress wages. Sec­ 
ond was the income tax, put­ 
ting the largest burden of taxa­ 
tion upon those with the high­ 
est ability to pay. Third was 
tiie rise of union labor. 
'ihe union turned uie ft cole 
power of the individual worker 
in„o the collective cloui of the 
work-force. The power of the 
boss met its maich in collec­ 
tive bargaining. 


T hE MISTAKE WAS made, 
however, in not foreseeing that 
union power, if subjected to no 
regulation, could develop 
he 
sam e 
evils 
that 
had 
been 
demonstrated 
by 
unregulated 
industrial power. 
Whereas, once combinations 
of employers could say to work­ 
er;, “ Take what we offer you 
or you will not e a t/' now union 
pv/.*er can say to employers, 
“ Give what we demand or you 
will not produce,” and to the 
general public, “ Unless we win, 
w.iat you need you will not 
have!” 
It is unfair to curse union 
leadership for unrealistic wage 
demands. 
Indeed, 
the 
most 
moderate wage demands are 
likely to come from Mafia-con­ 
trolled unions where a corrupt 
leadership is willing to write 
“sw eetheart” contracts for 
a 
price. Honest union leaders are 
under pressure from the rank- 
and-file to equal the highest 
percentage raise obtained by 
any other union. The result, 
quite naturally, is mad escala­ 
tion. 


AND THIS FEEDS inflation. 
Unions understand this and in 
the recent General Motors set­ 
tlement an unlimited “cost-of- 
living” wage increase was ac­ 
hieved. It will be impossible 
for the self-employed, the farm ­ 
ers, the retirees or most of the 
people in the service industries 
to obtain for themselves simi­ 
lar protection from rises in the 
cost of living. 
Thus the UAW becomes the 
beneficiary of special privilege 
—exemption from a condition 
which its own action will help 
produce. 
The auto worker whose wage 
increases outrun his productiv­ 
ity can be paid only by lower 
profits or incrersed prices. The 
UAW settlement will be a tax 
upon 
all au'«o-use~s. 
It may 
kill the much-hoped-for Ameri­ 
can minicar in its cradle. 
The 
$18.000-a-year 
plumber 
imposes a tax on all home buy­ 
ers. The $17,003-a-year brick­ 
layer shows up in superm arket 
prices. 


ONE RAILWAY UNION, hav­ 
ing made wage demands that 
even it concedes the railrosds 
cannot pay, is now suggesting 
federal subsidies, which means 
its intention to charge part of 
its wages to the taxpayers, who 
are everybody. 
Where are we 
going? 
It’s 
pretty plain. 
Unions, 
having 
priced more and more Ameri­ 
can goods out of the internation­ 
al trade and having made for­ 
eign imports even more allur­ 
ing, are beginning to demand 
high 
protective ta rifs which 
could trigger international re­ 
taliation and perhaps a world­ 
wide depression. Outraged con­ 
sum ers are beginning to de­ 
mand wage-price controls which 
would mean the end of the free 
m arket and free wage negotia­ 
tions. 
The cure? 
It won’t be simple. But the 
right of unions to cut off the wa­ 
ter was not handed down among 
the Ten Commandments, and 
the compelling of a worker to 
join and obey a union in order 
to hold a job is probably going 
to have to go
